SCHOOL REPORT. 





Five schools have been maintained for thirty-six weeks. Ar- 
rangements were made whereby. the pupils in District No. 2 were 
transported to the Anter school at an expense of twenty-five dol- 
lars per term, producing better results in the way of instruction 
and making a saving to the town of about $200. 

The school board has made every effort to obtain the best 
teachers possible for the conditions and with one exception has 
employed each teacher for the entire school year. 

The policy has been to retain a satisfactory teacher, wherever 
this can be done, though larger salary and more desirable con- 
ditions attract the better class of teachers, who, as a rule, prefer 
to work under a superintendent and in graded schools. 

Conditions are not what they were twenty years ago in 
schools as well as in other lines of employment, and realizing that 
there is something to be said on both sides, the board has dis- 
tributed among the voters of the town all obtainable information 
relative to the matter of uniting with other towns near us for 
the employment of a district superintendent of schools. Much 
would depend upon the individual selected for superintendent, in 
any case. 

The large number of visits to the schools by parents and 
others, especially at No. 1 and No. 4, is gratifying evidence of 
interest, and your committee wish to urge the importance of this 
most effective way of showing an interest in the work of the schools. 

Is it fair to the teachers to appropriate some two thousand 
dollars for schools and then not go near the school house to see 
what is being done there? Hearsay may be very well, but obser- 
vation inside the school room is better, and any school which has 
a large number of visitors is likely to be a good school. |

No action has been taken by the board as to payment of tuition 
bills of pupils attending the Appleton Academy, partly on account 
of the unsettled conditions prevailing at that institution, partly 
because we believe that our first duty should be to our town schools, 
beyond which many of the pupils probably will not go.
